No ‘chemical evidence could be 
produced by’ the Gavernment 
Analyst, Dr. V.. C. Branson, 
concerning the nature of “Kai Po 
Yu” poison this morning at the 
Kowloon Magistracy when a 
death inquiry was heard before 
Mr. Q. A. A. Macfadyen. — 


Dr. Branson said that on March 
30° he received instructions to ex- 
amine the contents of the stomach 
of a woman, Leung Sam, 60, who 
died after eating “Kai Po Yu", a 
kind of puffer fish. . 

No chemical. evidence could be 
found.. This kind of fish was only 
poisonous at certain periods of the: 
year. The poison was. like snake 
venom and the poisoning period 
was during the spawning season..° 

Dr. Branson stated that a similar 
case occurred in 1936 at Tai Po and 
then also no chemical evidence 
could be established. In that case, 
six persons died. ee 

The inquest was adjourned.
